WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The iiouse Committee on 
Manufactures today resumed the inquiry 
into the whisky trust. Joseph B. Greenhut 
of Peoria, Ill., president of the great west- 
ern whisky trust, produced the articles of 
agreement among the organizations form- 
ing the basis of the trust. Greenhut ex- 
plained that the organization was a co- 
operative concern, intended to insure in- 
telligent eoncerted action, but not to corner 
the market. Once a month the board of 
trustees meets to examine the books, and if 
circumstances warrant, declare a dividend. 
Of the tota) annual output of the trust 
(40,000,000 gallons of spirits) about 15 per 
cent was consumed as a beverage, 8,000,000 
gallons was usedin the arts and the re- 
mainder in manufacturing and wine fortifi- 
cations, 

The witness believed that from the natural 
advantages, such as cheap fuel, gfhin and 
other raw materials, the domestic manu- 
facture of spirits was fully able to meet 
Eurepean competition -without the aid of 
import duties, which, in his opinion, were 
not necessary to enable our spirit-makers 
to control the market at home. Exclusive 
of moonshine products, Greenhut believed 
that the association made 65 or 95 per cent. 
of the’entire quantity of alcohol manu- 
factured in the country, 

THE SENATE TARIFF BILL. 

The Senate tariff sub-committee is still 
at work early and late upon the details of 
the Tariff Bill, with tbe determination, if 
possible, to maks all necessary changes in 
the original draft before reporting to the 
full committee or the Senate, expecting 
thereby to bring out a measure which the 
majority of the Senata can stand by asa 
whole, It is at the same time expected to 
give hearings toall who come. It began 
this morning the final revision of the meas- 
ure in detail, and hopes to have the work 
completed this week. There is a proba- 
bility that three or four contested points 
will be passed over by the sub-committee 
for the present, and possibly they may be 
submitted to a caucus for ultimate decision, 
The reguiar weekly meeting of the Finance 
Committe2, which takes place Tuesday, 
was not held today. It is not expected that 
the Demverats of the Finance Committee 
will care oe the measure in commit- 
tee, but it is thought that probably they 
will reserve ag criticism as they may 
have to make fur debate in open session,

CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D.C.), Aug. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] Senate.—The resolu- 
tion offered yesterday instructing the Com- 
mittee on Finance to make an investigation 
of the cotton-bagging pool was adopte:i. 

The Senate bill appropriating $10,000 for 
a postofiices building at Mammoth Hot 
Springs in the Yellowstone National Park, 
was passe:!, 

The Senate then resumed consideration 
of. the fisheries treaty, and was addressed 
by Mr. Sherman in opposition to its ratifica- 
tion, As to the charge made on the other 
sid» of the House, that the policy of the Re- 
publican party was to make an appeal to 
the Irish vot+, he considered that only a 
casual remark, made without any founda- 
tion, The great contest about to be waged 
before the peoply would turn on other ques- 
tions. They would be the same old ques- 
tions talked about for the last 20 years. The 
duty of Congress was to protect, first, the in- 
dustries and the country from undue com- 
petition with the labor of Europe, and, sec- 
ond, the rights of United States citizens at 
home and abroad. These questions would 
enter into the campaign, and would prob- 
ably control the results. The opposition 
to the treaty was not a_i dernier 
ressort on the part of the Kepub- 
lican party. ‘That party needed no such 
ressort, standing as it did on its record and 
on the great issues presented, and which 
would be further presented during the pres- 
ent session. He regarded the controversy 
with Great Britain as infinitely more im 
portantand more injurious than any con- 
troversy with any other nation, for of all 
the people who inhabit the globe, the peo- 
ple of the United Statesand of Great Brit- 
ain were most intimately allied by every 
tie of consanguinity, of history, of taith, of 
institution, of similarity of character and 
disposition, of ancestry, and of everything 
which tended to make ties between sepa- 
rate nations. He therefore would have 
been glad to.see in the pending treaty a 
settlement of the controversy, and he had 
approached its consideration with a desire 
to find in it such a settlement, but the more 
he had examined it tgmore he had become 
satisfied that the aty, if ratified, would 
open new avenues of controversy, lead to 
new irritations, and therefore not accom- 
plish its purpose. Anything that tended to 
free commercial intercourse, anything that 
tended to produce a union of Canada with 
the United States would meet his 
hearty support. In his judgement the 
Dominion would be within 10 years 
either in the imperial Parliament of Great 
Britain or in the Congress of the United. 
States. He therefore favored a policy of 
bringing about international exchanges 
with Canada of the freest character possi- 
ble, perhaps something of the nature of a 
zollwerecn. He cid not consider the treaty 
as & party question, nor as a sectional ques- 
tion; neither was itan Lrish question, nor 
was opposition to it “fishing for L[rish 
votes.”” He believed that there was general 
sympathy with the Irish people, not only in 
the Senate but among all people of the 
United States. He hoped the people of 
Ireland would gain the right to pass -their 
local laws, but the people of the United 
States were not going to involve themselves 
in a controversy with Great Britain in re- 
spect to a matter over which they had no 
control, He had no sympathy with Anglo- 
phobia or with abuse of the parnien Govern- 
ment, Whatever might be said of 


power, it ‘was the greatest element 
of civilization in modern history. 


In all great elements of the progress 
of the human race, English power had al- 
ways led. He would treat Great Britain as 
a friendly nation, without reviving any of 
the animosities of the past.

placed on some land by Phelan, who had 
agreed to furnish him with provisions, and 
they would go shares, Perry, it seems, did 
not think that Phelan was doing as much 
as he should, and they had a dispute, 
which ended in Phelan knocking Perry 
down withaclub. Perry at once drew his 
knife, bué was prevented by men standing 
around from using it, and it is said that he 
did not even have a chance to open his. 
weapon. He was finally got away from the 
place, and remained at liberty until the 
time for his examination, Phelan having 
sworn outa complaint against him, when 


he went into’ Norwalk and surrendered 
himself, 
Perry is 73 years of age, andhas been 


living in this section many years, and has 
quite a history. He is said to have ac- 
knowledged killing nine persons, eight men 
and one woman, but this is probably an ex- 
aggeration. Some time ago he cus a man 
in San Bernardino, almost killing him, bus 
for this he stood his trial, and 
WAS ACQUITTED. 

Perry has figured ia quite a number of 
fights of one kindand another, but ths one 
which created the greatest sensation was 
the killing of John See, ll or 12 years ago, 
at Downey. There had been some trouble 
between See and a friend of his and Perry, 
which resulted in the former two arming 
themselves and going after Perry with the 
avowed intention of killing him. The old 
man kept out of their way for some time, 
but finally ne tired of being hunted, 
went into the back room of a saloon at 
Downey, and setting a shotgun went out 
in front of the place, determined to bring 
the matter toa finish. See came up about 
this time, when Perry shot him, killing him 
almost instantly. He then sent word to 
See’s friends that if they did not want the 
other man shot they had better get him out 
of the way, and let him alone, 

THE OTHER MAN GOT, 
and when the inquest was held Perry was 
exonerated. An attempt was afterward 
made to have him indicted before the Grand 
Jury, but this also failea, Shortly after the 
killing of See his sister armed herself and 
came into the town to shoot Perry, going to 
the saloon where he was, but was prevented 
from using her weapon, Perry telling her 
friends to take her away or he would shoot 
her. Old man Perry has always been con- 
sidered dead game, and, as au evidence of 
his character, when, 
AFTER THE KILLING 

of See, he surrendered to the officers, he 
refused to give up his gun, saying that he 
did not want to hurt anybody, but that he 
did not propose to put himself up as a tar- 
get to be shot at without having something 
to shoot back, and during the whole time 
he was under arrest he went armed. See, 
the man who was shot, was the father of 
Dick See, who killed Bili Duncan several 
years previous, and who was _ located a 
short time ago in Ellensburgh, Washington 
Territory, by Jailer W. H. Russell, where 
he is now in jail, and will be brought back 
here to answer for his crime in September.

A JAILEKR’S TROUBLES. 


Murderers in the County Jail Who 
Want to Die. 
. Jailer Russell yesterday captured enough 
strychnine which had been smuggled into 
the gail to poison a hundred men, Mr. 
Russell was told yesterday morning by one 
of the “trusties” that he knew that poison 
had been smuggled into the prison, but that 
he did not know just where itwas. He had 
discovered it first from overhearing An- 
schlag inquiring about where to getit. Mr. 
Russell at once instituted a close search, 
and finally found the poison in the ae 
of a pair of pantaloons hanging up in the 
cell of Fray, the Antelope Valley barn- 
burner. ‘The drug was contained in a brass 
cartridge, stopped up with a wooden plug, 
and was atonce confiscated. Mr. Russell is 
in constant fear lest Anschlag should secure 
ison and kill himself, as he has said that 
e will never behung. If he hears of any- 
thing of the kind he appears to be wild to 
get hold of it, and on one or two occasions 
has tried to bribe persons to get him mor- 
phine or other poison, promising to pa 
them liberally, but so far the jailer’s vigi- 
lance has enabled him to keep anything 
from him. It is comparatively easy for con- 
traband articles to be passed into the jail, 
as outsiders can get up to the windows from 
the outside andthe “‘trusties’ have to pass 
the tanks in coming from or going to the 
kitchen, andcan easily hand in anything 
through the bars.

BURGLAR CAINES. 


MANNER IN WHICH THIEVES 
ARE CAUGHT. 


Bill Williams Wants Marsh Disarmead 
—Some Lively Scenes in the Court- 
room—Marsh Tells How the Store 
Was hLiobbed—A Case in Point. 


The Caines trial was resumed yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock before Judge Cheney. 

J.C. Wimmer, recalled: Did not have 
a conversation with Elton promising to en- 
trap Caines and send him to the State’s 
prison. 

Thomas F, Donahue, city policeman, tes- 
tified in regard to the capture of Caines at 
the time of the burglary on Lambourn & 
Furner’s store. A coil of rope and a 
loaded pistol were taken from Caines. I 
shot at an angle in the air at A. W. Marsh 
to give Caines and Webb the impression 
that we wanted w catch him. Mr. Cuddy 


lowed to escape. He was masked. I did 
not know his name until he was arrested. 
A. W. MARSH 
went on the stand. 
Mr. Williams: I ask if he has a six- 
shooter on, and that it be taken away from 
him. 


The Court: He is an officer. 
care he does not shoot anybody. 


Mr. Williams: I am not afraid of his 
shooting. 

Witness: About the 18th of February 
Caines approached me and asked if IL 
wanted to make some money. I asked 
what he meant. He said Lambourn & 
Turner only banked once a week, and we 
could get at least $1200 or $1500. We ar- 
ranged for a meeting with Webb. I had 
been working for the Chief of Police. Mr. 
Cuddy said to go ahead. Caines told 
me that he and Webb had examined the 
premises and that it would be eas 
to wheel* the safe -into the back 
room and biow it open. I[ _ had 
talks with them before this a number of 
times about the store and other stores. 
Webb told me that he had all the tools 
necessary, except a breast-drill, which he 
had lost on another >. He drew a pic- 
ture of the drillona k which was taken 
from Lucas’ office at the time, and was on 
exhibition at the last trial. ‘The book still 
has the drawing. Webb suggested that a 
cloth mask would do. We prepared masks 
on Sunday afternoon before the burglary. 
Bliss came into the room for awhile. The 
next nday evening we met. Tuesday 
we met in a saloon near the court house, on 
Spring street, about 8 p.m. Webb said the 
tools were down at his brother’s store. 
Caines suggested that they could be left in 
Lueas’s office, which was done, and re- 
mained there until 12:30. Caines led us to 
the rear of Lambourn & Turner’s store. 
Caines went into a blacksmith shop and 
got a jimmy or short crowbar. I was sta- 
tioned asca guard. Caines and Webb 
tried one door at the rear of the 
store. They failed and Webb 
bored 10 or 15 holes in the 
other door. Then they went back and 
opened the othec door. I said: “Wait tili l 
get the tools.” Just then I heard a voice 
say: “Throw up your hands.” | had had 
an understanding that 1 need not enter the 
building if in my best judgment. I was 
afraidif I turned and ran some of the offi- 
cers night shoot me, so I entered the store. 
Lynch covered me with his revolver. I had 

assed Caines and Webb, as they were hav- 
ng atussie with the officers. Cuddy told 
Lyach he would take charge of me. Lynch 
thea gave his attention to the other men. 
Cuddy asked me how I could “escape. I 
told him to turn around; which he did, and 
asked for apair of handcuffs. 1 ran out 
the front door and heard two shots, and es- 
ecaped. Irana few yards and then walked, 
and, meeting a crowd, walked back with 
them to the store, stood around awhile and 
went home. Caines and Webb had said 
they wanted to rob the safe. 1 think I first 
met Caines in Lucas’s office. Lucas asked 
me to-draw up a bill of sale for a portion of 
the patrol. 

Cross-examined: I think Caines was to 
buy the patro! for $400, and pay $300 down. 
Have been in Los Angeles about 18 months.

A Case in Point. 

Judge Elwell, in his charge to a Colum- 
bia county (Pa.) jury, says: “It is not 
hecessary that a detective should be a per- 
son appointed under statute law. it is 
not necessary that he should be an official 
with a commission from the executive, nor 
that he should be charged with the duty of 
a detective by any body"of men organized 
for that purpose. lf there are depredations 
being comiitted in any neighborhood, the 
persons there have the right to employ one 
Specially to look after their interests, and 
to detect and expose the crimes committed. 
When it becomes necessary to break up a 
combination of criminals, a detective may 
assume the role of a thief; he may dress in 
the garb of a thief; he may mix. with 
thieves: he may participate with them in 
ali their adventures; he may counsel and 
encourage the commission of crime; but all 
this must be done honestly.” The Judge 
further stated that ‘ta detective is not bound 

be a prosecutor; he is to detect, so that 

ose interested may prosecute.”’ 


GAMBLING 


AGAIN, 


The Corrupt Wing of the Democratic 
Party at Work. 

There are strong surface indications that 
a determined effort is being made to reopen 
the gambling saloons, The near approach 
of the election is making the politicians 
very uneasy, especially the machine wing 
of the Democracy, who, to a certain extent, 
are committed to this element, body and 
seul, aid who will miss the very liberal 
contributions of the sporting fraternity to 
the election “sack,” But it is not the Dem- 
ocrats alone who desire to see the gaming 
places reopened.

Just what will be accom- 
plished itis hard tosay, but if hard work 
and persistent pressure will do anything, 
something must give way, unless the city 
authorities will insist that the law be en- 
forced.

Just 
what this action on the part of the Chief 
means, it is hard to say, but it looks as 
though he is again trying to take the bit in 
his teeth and run matters as he pleases, ir- 
respective of the wiskes of the other mem- 
bers of the board. myn ba Workman left 
yesterday for San Francisco, and will be 
absent a week or ten days. In his absence, 
Mr. Humphreys is acting Mayor, whose 
position is well known on the matter of 
gambling, and he will not allow the games 
to run if he can preventit. Itisa well 
known fact that t pressure has been 
brought to bear the past week or two to 
allow the games to run, and this looks like 
the Chief at least will make the effort to 
allow them to open. The public will be 
kept fully advised of the progress of the 
matter, and the responsibility of allowing 
the resumption of gambling in the city 
will be easily located. 

AGAIN RUNNING. 

The Brunswick, which was raided Mon- 
day, was again running last night. It 
looks as though this was a “‘feeler’’ put out 
to see which way the wind blows, or it may 
be that the gamblers think that when 
Mayor Workman is out of the city they can 
oe law, as there are but two members 
of the Police Board in the city, one of whom 
is the Chief of Police and that Mr.

cCarthy, it was learned, was in the rear 
room of the saloon when the fire broke out 
and was stupid from the effects of liquor, 
and the fire burned so fast that he could not 
be got out. The jury returned a verdict 
that Patrick McCarthy, agéd 50 years, came 
to hisdeath from burns received in the fire 
as above stated.

Our Foreign Commerce. 


A recent dispatch from San Francisco 
announces that the British steamers ply- 
ing from that port to Australia are to 
be taken off, owing to the withdrawal of 
a subsidy which they have hitherto re- 
ceived. This will leave the Pacific 
Coast without any direct steam com- 
munication with the important and 
growing Australian colonies, whose 
trade with this coast has been rapidly 


| growing in importance of late years, 


It is disgraceful enough to de- 
pend, entirely upon British ships to 
transport our passengers and mails 
and freight to the antipodes. It will 
be not only disgraceful but incon- 
venient and damaging in the highest 
degree to have no direct steamship 
communication at all. 

To what a pass has the United 
States mercantile marine come! The 
traveler who takes passage to Europe 
must perforce sail under a foreign flag. 
The Stars and Stripes.are conspicuous 
by their absence on the great highways 
of ocean travel. In this connection 
it is interesting and encouraging to 
note that Gen. Harrison fully realizes 
the existence of this great evil, and has 
given thought to the best remedy for it. 
In a recent speech, delivered by him 
toa visiting deputation, he not only de- 
clared himself in favor of preserving the 
American market to Ameri¢an pro- 
ducers, but also in favor of extending 
our foreign trade by closer commercial 
relations with the Central and South 
American republics and governments. 
He said: 


‘Regular mails are the first condition of 
commerce. What we need is the establish- 
ment of American steamship lines between 
our ports and those of Central and South 
America. Then it will be no longer neces- 
sary that an American minister, commis- 
sioned to an American State, shall take an 
English ship to Liverpool, there to find 
another English ship that shall carry him 
to his destination. We are uot to be 
frightened by the use of that ugly word, 
‘subsidy.’ We must pay to American 
steamships a liberal compensation for car- 
rying our mails, instead of turning them 
over to British tramp steamships.” 


This is essentially the Republican 
idea which, had it not been obstructed 
by Democratic majorities in Congress, 
would have saved to this Nation the 
large amount—approximating, we be- 
lieve $150,000,000—which it has paid 
within the past few years to foreign 
ships that have carried its mails, its 
freight and its passengers, and which 
would have added other millions to its 
wealth by development of trade with 
countries which are comparatively near 
to us geographically. Gen. Harrison 
very aptly expressed the national pol- 
icy of preserving the market of this 
Republic to the citizens of the Repub- 
lic and of extending our foreign trade 
by American vessels. 


Concerning One H. M. Ryan. 


Some time ago Tue Times had occa- 
sion to comment, in a not very compli- 
mentary Manner, upon the actions of 
a person named H. M. Ryan, who, 
during the height of the boom days 
in this city organized a company 
known as the Chino Valley Manufac- 
turing and Improvement Company, for 
tke ostensible purpose of developing 
the resources of Mr. Richard Gird’s 
Chino ranch in San _ Bernardino 
county, but in reality to induce credu- 
lous persons to purchase lots in the 
‘city’ of Chino, which was soon to be- 
come one of the ‘“‘manufacturing cen- 
ters’? which were so numerous in this 
sectiona year ago—on paper. There 
was nothing-small about Mr. Ryan’s 
programme of operations. He claimed 
to be a practical man of experience in 
the manufacture ofiron. ‘Why,’ he 
asked, ‘“‘should California import an- 
nually 700,000 tons of iron and steel ?” 
Why, indeed, and Mr. Ryan proposed 
to summarily stop such short-sighted 
policy by building on the Chino ranch 
rolling mills, furnaces, pipe works, and 
all the appliances for the reduction of 
iron ore and its manufacture. The 


fact that there owas neither 
iron ore por fuel onthe 
ranch might have appeared 


as a drawback to an ordinary person, 
but no such trifle was allowed to stand 
in the wayof Henry M. Ryan. He 
hada good site for a “‘manufacturing 
center’’—what more could be wished? 
The iron ore was to be brought 25 
miles from one direction and the fuel 
about 1000 miles from another. A 
grand office was opened in Los Angeles 
and the books opened for the sale of 
lots in the coming city of Chino. 
All at once, however, it began to be 
whispered that everything was not ail 
right. Mr. Gird, the owner of the 
ranch, who had ‘been led into the 
scheme, investigated, and as a result 
the fine office was summarily closed 
and Mr. Ryan shortly after disap- 
peared, as mysteriously as he had ar- 
rived, leaying a number of mourning 
creditors behind, besides the dupes 
who had purchased lots in the *‘manu- 
facturing center.’? Whatever bills of 
the “Ryan syndicate” that. were. paid 
were those liquidated by Mr. Gird him- 


self, in some cases where he’ was 


neither legally nor morally bound for 
them. 

Our reason for referring to this little 
episode of recent history is an article 
which appeared in the Salt Lake Trib- 
une of the3d inst., in which some un- 
truthful and uncalled-for remarks are 
made about Tar Trues. Two weeks 


ago the following- dispatch was pub-. 


lished in the San Francisco Chronicle: 


SALT LAKE City, July 23.—Henry M. 
Ryan and Carl Van Bronck, from Los 
Angeles, are here, having bought for them- 
selves and other Californians associated 
with them the immense iron beds of Utah 
at Iron City. They havealso found there 
a large vein of good coking coal and plenty 
of limestone. The company is organized 
under the laws of California, with a capital 
stock of $15,000,000, of which $1,000,000 will 
be expended in plant. The president of the 
company is Clarence Richards; vice-presi- 
dent, Carl Van Bronck; treasurer, E [ward 
Kecords; ry H. M. Ryan, all of Los 
Angeles. Two furnaces of eighty tons 
capacity each will be erected; also puddling 
furnaces and rolling mill. A speciaity of 
the manufactures wiil be heavy iron 
pipe of all kinds, steel rails, etc. 


From this it will be seen that Mr. 
Ryan is at his old tricks in a new field. 
The Chino Valley Champion of July 
20th republished this dispatch, and 
also an article from Tux Times of July 
18th, giving the substance of an inter- 
view with Capt. Garrett of this city, in 
which Ryan’s character in Missouri 
was exposed. The Champion also 
stated that it was understood that 
Ryan had obtained $20 and a railway 
ticket for Montana from a gentleman 
in Los Angeles. 

A copy of the Champion containing 
this notice, also of Tne Times, had 
been veceivéd by the Salt Lake Tri- 
bune, which journal had sought out 
Mr. Van Bronck, who is reported as 
saying this: 

The animus of Ture Times, Mr. Van 
Bronck thought, could be traced to Ryan’s 
having licked the city editor for unpleasant 
remarks about himin print, but ex-Mayor 
Colvin and Alderman Hildreth of Chicago 
had met Ryan last winter in Los Angeles 
and they treated him like a gentleman. 


This didn’t look as if this Ryun was off 
color. 


Mr. Van Bronck’s statement is abso- 
lutely false. Ryan never ‘“‘licked’’ the 
city editor of this ‘journal, or any one 
else connected with the paper, nor did 
he, fortunately for himself, attempt to 
do so. He was simply exposed as a 
confidence man and a fraud, as THE 
Times has exposed many of his ilk, 
and then he quietly slipped away to 
parts unknown, having probably, as 
the Champion asserts, begged a rail- 
road ticket of some acquaintance. 

If the development of the ‘‘immense 
iron beds’ at Iron City rests with H. 
M. Ryan, the Salt Lake Tribune may 
safely consider it as an indubitable 
fact that a considerable period of time 
will elapse before active operations ex- 
tend beyond the pockets of the share- 
holders. 


Inconsistency. 


The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, which met in the city of Louis- 
ville in 1882, passed the following reso- 
lution: 

“The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union desires to express its earnest sympa- 
thy with the movement favoring the total 
abolition of the internal revenue taxes on 
all alcoholic beverages at present collected 
by the National Government, as we believe 
that the taxation of this business is wrens 
in principle, an outrage on the moral senti- 
ment of the country, a quasi indorsement 
of a pernicious traffic, a legalizing, so far 
as the National Government can, of a busi- 
n@ss that is the source of most of ourcrime 
and poverty, anda great hinderance in the 
way of the removal of the traffic and its at- 
tendant evils out of the land. 

“We further believe that this revenue is 
not needed by the Government, and that 
the large surplus that it brings into the 
treasury is a standing menace to honesty 
and a fruitful source of, if not an invita. 
tion to, corruption. For these reasons we 
earnestly urge the abolition of these taxes, 
and we invite the codperation of all classes 
to this end.” 

In their convention held at Nashville 
in 1887 they reiteraced, the sentiments 
of the resolution of 1882, declaring 
that such tax ‘‘operates to render more 
difficult the securing and enforcement 
of prohibitory laws, and so postpones 
the day of national deliverance.” 

We shall not undertake to say that 
the union is wrong in its assertions— 
nor that it is right. We merely want 
to point to the inconsistency of the 
Prohibition and Democratic organs in 
howling against the so-called ‘free 
whisky” plank in the Republican plat- 
form, which advocates, under certain 
contingencies, the very thing which 
these people so ardently desire. 


THe Democrats have displayed a 
noteworthy lack of enthusiasm so far 
during the campaign, as well they 
may, considering the heavy load of 
adverse public opinion which they 
have to carry. The wholesale defec- 
tions of influential men from the Demo- 
cratic ranks are enough to discourage 
any party. Even the bandana scheme 
failed to put any life into the disorgan- 
ized Bourbon army, and it looks as if 
the result of the coming conflict would 
be an ignominious rout. 


KANSAS Crry also has discovered 250 
saloons disguised as barber shops, 
poolrooms, harness shops, laundries 
and groceries. An indignation meet- 
ing is to be called, but it will do little 
good. The Prohibition movement is 
founded on hypocrisy and hypocrisy 
is its chief result. High license is the 
best practical treatment of the liquor 
evil.

In 1867, when a duty of 2} centsa 
pound was levied on raisins, there 
were none produced-in the United 
States. In 1883, the duty. was reduced 
from 24 cents to2 cents a pound. By 
this time the production of raisins had

become a very important industry in 
California, and the reduction was 
therefore a very unwise move. Now, 
the Mills Bill proposes to reduce the 
duty still further—to 14 cents a pound, 
a reduction which will come out of the 
pockets of California wine-growers. 


A snort time ago a story was started 
by a Chicago paper to the effect that 
President Cleveland, under the influ- 
ence of Mrs. Cleveland, had abandoned 
the use of all intoxicants. The Buf- 
falo Demokrat is exceedingly indignant 
at this libelous statement, and vents 
its feelings as follows: — 

We know from the best sources that 
President Cleveland remains true to his 
habits of life. which are entirely solid and 
free from any inclination toward temper- 
ance nonsense. We know especially that 
very recently, in a social circle with friends 
from Butfalo, he has taken spirituous 
drinks, not privately or sneakingly, but 
publicly, and inthe evident consciousness 
that he was doing something lawful and 
harmiess. in regard to the assertion of the 
Chicago Mail that through the influence 


‘of Mrs. Cleveland the President has sworn 


off, we simply repeat or averment that this 
is untrue. . Thus the false assertion 
of the Chicago Mail respecting Mr. and 
Mrs. Cleveland was calculated to make an 
unfavorabie impression upon voters who are 
prepared in the present campuign to sup- 
port the President. 


It would undoubtedly ruin Mr. 
Cleveland’s chances of election were it 
established that he had become a tee- 
totaller. Such a fact would be almost 
as horrifying to the Democrats as the 
asserted ‘‘free whisky’’ resolution of 
the Republican platform. 


Tue San Francisco Bulletin recently 
hit off the character of the Mills Bill 
very neatly when it said: 

“If they were producing raisins in South 
Carolina instead of in Fresno, if the New 
Almaden quicksilver mines were located in 
Mississippi, if the hills of the South were 
covered with sheep, if Georgia had vast 
forests and North Carolina took a foremost 
rank in potatoes and barley, the Mills Bill 
would be the exact reverse of what it is.” 


PrRonieiTIon is lauded by its adher- 
ents as a creat assistance to the growth 
of asection, but figures do not always 
bear out that view of the case. During 
the past year the s@hool population of 
Iowa has increased only 570, a result 
attributable to the prohibitory law, 
which, it is said, has driven hundreds 
of families into more liberal communi- 
ties.

CAPTURED BY DEMOCRATS. 


An [Indiana Labor Organization 
Passes HKesolutions. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The State Federation of 
Trades and Labor Unions of Indiana held 
its fourth annual session in this city today. 
Emil Levy of. Evansville was reélected 
president, and John H. Hannigan of La- 
fayette secretary and treasurer. The dele- 
gates pressnt took action regarding the 
political measures of the day, and adopted 
a series of resolutions condemning the 
policy of legislation since 1861, with refer- 
ence to the bonded debt of the Nation; 
opposing all laws which led to the transfer 
of the burdens of excessive taxation to the 
consumers and laboring classes, and de- 
claring that they “cannot support the can- 
didates of the Republican party for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President because both of 
them are wanting in sympathy for the 
laboring classes.” 

A resolution charges Gen. Harrison with 
commanding a company of soldiers during 
the strike of 1877 to shoot laboring men 
down after having refused an attempt at 
settlement by peaceable men. Morton is 
spoken of as a “Wall-street money shark 
and sharer in the unholy gains of many 
greedy corporations that have cruelly op- 
pressed their employés.”’ The resolution 
also refers to Gen. Harrison’s vote on the 
Chinese Bill while in the Senate. 

The sessions of the federations are held 
with closed doors, and it is charged openly 
that some 30 to 40 accredited delegates 
known to be Republicans were refused ad- 


mittance to the hall. The greatest difficulty 
is encountered in ascertaining how many 
accredited delegates were present and par- 
ticipated in the sessions. From Demv- 
cratic sources it is asserted that there were 
265 delegates present, while from a Repub- 
lican source it is claimed that only 65 dele- 


gates pated. n adop- 
tion the political resolutions, 
and two of these (one a Green- 


backer and the other a Republican) were 
opposed to adopting the resolution. From 
all that can be learned tonight from re- 
liable sources, it seems that th Demo- 
cratic and Republican State urganizations 
made efforts to secure control of the feder- 
ation through its district assemblies, and 
that the Democrats were most successful in 
this regard. 

Forty Republicans, who claim that they 
were refused participation in the session of 
the federation, held a meeting tonight and 
concluded to take no formal action as bolt- 
pes but to relegate the matter to their sev- 
err! districts for action. 

The federation, previous to adjourning, 
also passed a resolution requesting the 
State Legislature to enact measures making 
the first Monday in September a legal holi- 
day, to be known as Labor day; to increase 
the powers of the State Bureau of Stetie 
tics so as to have a labor bureau; to repeal 
the Penitentiary Contract Law, and abdol- 
ish all machinery in criminai institutions. 
Congress is also requested to prohibit the 
immigration- of Chinese, and that those 
Chinese here now be returned to their na- 
tive homes,

The Italians 
live on about 40 cents a day, but the Hun- 
garians spend about 50 cents. Witness 
said that in 15 years the rate of wages had 
decreased 50 per cent., but the price of coal 
had remained the same.

THE RAPK FIEND. 


Taik About Lynching-—A Depraved 
Brute—The Liquor Question —\n 
Animated Discussion — Fands 
Kaised— Personals. 


PasapeENna, Aug. %7.—[Special Corre- 
‘spondence ot Tur Trers.} A large crowd 
of people were at the examining trial ot 
Petersen, the brutish Dane who raped the 
little Stratton girls on Sunday evening. 

J.G. Lindsey was appointed by Judge 
Terry to defend the villainous looking 
fiend. The Judge was forced to clear the 
courtroom of the immense crowd assembled 
to hear the disgusting details. The people 
were not very demonstrative in the court- 
room, nor were the hundreds of people lin- 
ing the sidewalks and street in front of the 
courthouse, but there was a quiet depend- 
ence and confiding trust placed in the offi- 
cers of the law to see that justice was done. 

When compelled by Judge Terry to va- 
cate the courtroom (as under certain Cir- 
cumstances the Court has the right, as well 
as duty, to expect of the public) the people 
slowly filed out, leaving the culprit sur- 
rounded by police officers who had been 
ealled in case any of the indignant and hor- 
rified citizens should let their feelings get 
the better of them, 

The testimony was conclusive, and 
Judge Terry bound the defendant over to 
await the action of the Grand Jury, and the 
defendant was at once hustled out the back 
door into a carriage, and is now probably 
lodged in jail in Los Angeles. There were 
runsors last night that certain parties 
from the surrounding country would 
make an attempt to break oven 
the fail and administer summary, though de- 
servet|, justice on the burly brute, and out 
of abundant caution the officers removed 
the mai? Petersen to a secret place and kept 
him under close guard ——_ the night. 
Mr. Wil oughby Stratton, the father of the 
little on@3, is of respectable Quaker parent- 
age, andi$ an exemplary man, It is now 
known that the man Petersen, on Sunday, 
enticed a little girl from the northern part 
of the city in !to a street car, paying her fare 
and offering her money for candy, and then 
endeavored tO get her to accompany him, 
but the frighte ned child escaped his elutches 
and ran home. ‘ 

Petersen is a Dad man and richly deserves 
along termin the State Prison; indeed he 
may be thankfal that he has escaped a 
worse fate. 

ANTI-LIQUOR MEETING. 

The meeting of taclies of Pasadena, to 
take action on the temperance question, 
took place at the Methodist Church during 
the afternoon, yesterday. Mfs. Barber, of 
the W.C.T.U., acted as chairman of the 
- assemblage. Several stirring addresses were 
made during the course of the meeting.

jes’ assemblagein.the mass meeting in 
the evening. 

Resolutions bearing on the subject were 
adopted. 

EVENING MASS-MEETING. 

There was a very large attendance of res- 
idents at the M. E. Tabernacle last night to 
here speakers on the anti-saloon ordinarce 
matter, and to consid2r means for enfore- 
ing that ordinances. 

Mr. P. M. Green was chosen chairman, 
while Mr. Coleman of the Star acted as sec- 
. retary of the meeting. 

Several citizens expressed their views at 
length, and wer2 loudiy app'auded by the 
attentive audience, The first sensation of 
the evening was. experienced when Mr. 
Metealfe announced that Messrs. George 
Hermann and B. T. Smith had authorized 
him te state to the veople that they had 


abandoned their intention of. engag- 
ing in the wholesale liquor busi- 
ness in this city. Rousing 


cheers followed this announcement, and 
Judge McGee then introduced a resolution 
expressing the pleasure of the citizens on 
hearing their determination, and thanking 
those gentlemen for their expressed inten- 
tions. 

Judge McGee followéd in a short speech 
in which he stated that officers of the law 
must suppress the liquor traffic in Pasa- 
dena, and cast reflections on City Attorney 
Polley for his seeming indifference, and 
claimed the officers could but would not 
take steps to close the fifteen places where 
intoxicating drinks are said to be sold in 
this city; that the whole duties of the City 
Attorney wére not ended when he had 
given “advice ” to the City Qonncil. 

THE SECOND SENSATION 
took place when Mr. Polley arose and made 
a heated reply tothe remarks of the last 
speaker. He went on to state the difficul- 
ties of prosecuting this class of cases; that 
absolute proof was almost impossible to ob- 
tain, and the expense to the city of carrying 
these cases to and through the Supreme 
Court (as the defendants always sought to 
do) was much greater thap generally sup- 
posed. He stated ina manly way that as 
yet he had never losta city case, and his 
professional name was at stake, and that he 
was ready at ali times to carry these cases 
to a suecessful completion, but that he must 
have the means with which to do so. What- 
ever may have been the feelings of the as- 
sembled people when Judge McGee ceased 
speaking, it was plain that Polley had en- 
listed their sympathies, and when 
he closed, was greeted with considerable 
ardor, because of the spirited defense of his 
position. Judge McGee was then granted 
additional time on a question of privilege, 
and spoke in a somewhat heated manner 
for ashort time, when some one in the 
audience raised the point of order that this 
diseussion was personal and outside the 
business of the evening. The point was 
decided to be well taken, and was greeted 
with rapturous applause. 
RESOLUTIONS. 

The Committee on Resolutions then made 

their report through their chairman, Dr. 


Reid. The resolutions were quite lengthy, F 


but to the point, and were heartily adopted.
